While other 
sculptors are obliged to make 
clay and plaster models and send 
them to. foundaries for casting, 
Mrz Johnston creates his sculp- 
tures direct in molten metal. Mr 
Johnston's vital and unusual per- 
sonality and his unusual methods 
on the platform promises a most 
interesting evening.

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Insurance Rates 
To Cover Autos 
Are Now Revealed 


Insurance rates to cover auto- 
mobiles on the highway under 
the state compulsory law are now 
announced. There are fifteen dis- 
tricts and the fifteenth district 
enjoys the lowest rates. All of 
Franklin county with the excep- 
tion of Deerfield is within the 15th 
district. The lowest cost is $17.30 
against a cost of $17.10 last year 
for light and medium pleasure 
cars. Deerfield’s rate is $19.40. 

Classification is based on acci- 
dent records of towns for the 
preceding year, 

All of Franklin county will re- 
main in commercial vehicle terri- 
tory seven, the same as last year 
with the same rates applying: 
Heavy class two vehicles, $57.76; 
medium, $28.80; light, $21.25. 

Class three vehicles will pay the 
same rates as class two, Heavy 
class four vehicles, $26.15; medi- 
um, $18.65; light, $13.70, which 
is also the rate for farm trucks. 

Private car rates throughout 
the state showed some fluctuation. 

Chelsea will still pay the high- 
est with $70.90, up $8.80. The 
new Boston rate is $63.70, and 
Springfield, highest in western 
Massachusetts, will pay $32.20. 

Some other western Massachu- 
setts rates will be Amherst, 
$22.10; Chicopee, and Holyoke, 
$31.20; and Belchertown, $25.80. 

A public hearing on the new 
rates has been called for Oct. 18 
by Insurance Commissioner Chas. 
F, J. Harrington. 

Premiums collected by insyr- 
ance companies are expected Yo 
remain about the same as last 
year, $25,000,000. : 

The complete detailed schedule 
was published in the Springfield 
Union of last Saturday.

Chief Ferris 
complimented them on their ex- 
hibit of fire hazards. Those young 
folks and their teacher, Mrs. Will- 
iams certainly have a fine exhibit 
which all the parents ought to see. 

At West, No. 3 and the Farms 
the youngsters were also much in- 
terested. 

The points which Chief Ferris 
stressed particularly were: Care- 
fulness with matches and waste 
material, clean your chimney and 
your cellar of rubbish, look out 
for defective wiring. 

Also, what to do if you wake 
up in the night and find your 
house on fire; what to do if your 
clothing catches on fire; don’t 
leave small children at home 
alone; fire drills, at school and at 
home. The talks were well re- 
ceived, the children showing much 
interest.

Thanksgiving Day 
Take Your Choice ~ 


Thanksgiving day will be Thurs- 
day, Nov. 23, according to the 
proclamation of President Roose- 
Thanksgiving day will be 
Thursday, Nov. 30 in Massachu- 
setts by proclamation of Governor 
Leverett Saltonstall. In twenty 
states the 23rd will be observed 
and in twenty-three ‘other states 
the 30th will be observed. The. 
state of Texas and the state of 
Colorado will observe both days. 


All six New England states, head- 
ed by six Republican governors, 
will retain the traditional day of 
Nov. 30, but a survey of the states 
of the nation shows that regard- 
less of polities and political lead- 
ers, the states are about evenly 
divided in accepting the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion to advance the 
date. 

States which accept the Presi- 
dents date of Nov. 23 are as fol- 
lows: California, Delaware, Geor- 
gia, Illinois, Indiana, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Michigan, Missouri, 
Montana, New Jersey, New York, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Texas, Utah, Virginia, Washing- 
ton, West Virginia, Wyoming. 

Those states which have pro- 
claimed Nov. 30 are these: Ala- 
bama, Arizona, Arkansas, Color- 
ado, Connecticut, Florida, Idaho, 
Iowa, Kansas Kentucky Maine, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, 
Oklahoma, Rhode Island, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Vermont, and 
Wisconsin.

The Back Yard Gardener 


Birthdays in our house have 
been completed for this year, 30 
the next date when surprise pack- 
ages will be opened is Christmas. 
You may think ¥t is a little bit 
early to start talking about 
Christmas presents, but not for 
what I’m going to suggest— 
in other words growing or mak- 
ing gifts for your beak yard gar- 
den friends. 

For example, right now you 
should be able to buy tools and 
other things for a garden at a rea- 
sonable price. Paint the metal 
parts a nice bright color. Sand- 
paper and then oil or otherwise 
treat the wooden parts to make 
them smooth and to protect them 
against the weather. Then stamp 
or burn or otherwise mark for 
identification. For example, 
“From Bill to Bob,” or ‘From 
Edith to Myra.” 

A gift like this might be a 
hoe, a trowel, a scythe, a garden 
trellis, a garden seat, a basket, a 
bird house, bird feeding station, 
or any one of a number of gad- 
gets which are useful in or at- 
tractive to the home garden. If 
you’re handy with carpentry tools 
you could make some of those 
mentioned. 

Start in now and pay your 
friends a visit. Make mental note 
of what they seem to need. They 


— 


In place of tools you might de- 
cide to give them something spe- 
cial in the way of growing flowers 
or plants. Amaryllis, hyacinths, 
paper white narcissus, and all 
sorts of bulbs, can be put into 
attractive little vases. Start them 
growing tlew and they will be 
just about ready for bloom at 
Christmas time, or at least will be 
far enough advanced so that your 
friends will be able to recognize 
what you are giving. 

These bulbs grown indoors can 
be grown in soil, in moss, in peb- 
bles, or in just plain water. In 


plain water, of course the best|’ 


thing to do is to get these regular 
hyacinth vases which hold one 
bulb. 

It’s a good idea to give bulbs 
time to develop a root system, al- 
though not all people do this. 
After they are planted put them 
in a cool dark room. This allows 
root development to start and in 
about two weeks the roots should 
be sufficiently developed so that 
the plants may be brought into a 
sunny location. But even though 
its’ sunny, it should be cool. And 
don’t pull on the bulbs to see if 
the roots have been formed. Trust 
to luck that nature did what she 
was suppose to do. 

If you plant them in soil, be 
sure that you have a moderately 
rich but light soil. If in water 
have one-fourth of the bulb in the 
water until roots are started. Then 
just the roots in water. If planted 
in pebbles have at least one-half 
of the bulb surrounded by peb- 
bles. 

Then in addition to bulbs start- 
ed, you can give other Christmas 
gifts such as dried decorations— 
in other words, attractive ar- 
rangements can be made with 
small pine branches, straw flow- 
ers, atfd numerous other garden’ 
effects, These can be painted and 
presented as Christmas gifts. For 
coloring you use gold or silver 
paint and apply with a_ small 
brush. However, it is much easier 
and better all around to use 
some sort of a small spray gun. 

Still another thing would be to 
make your. friends a centerpiece 
of evergreens or other garden 
material which will be available 
in December. Qne reason for 
mentioning these things now is 
that bittersweet and other mater- 
ial can be selected and saved for 
use in these garden gifts.
